Board of Trustees Northfield Schools 
Elect William E, Park, President 


Will Assume Office September First 


The Rev. William E. Park, past- 
or of the North Presbyterian 
church in Buffalo, N. Y., was 
elected president of the Northfield | 
schools at the annual meeting of, 
the Trustees which was held in| 


Kenarden hall last 
morning. At the same time Mr. 
Park was elected a corporator, a 
trustee and a director of the 
Northfield Hotel. He will assume | 
his duties here on Sept. 1 and; 
will reside in the old Pomeroy 
house on Main street. 

Mr. Park, the son of President 
and Mrs. John Edgar Park of 
Wheaton college in Norton, was 
born in West Newton in 1909. He 
attended the Newton schools and 
was graduated from Williams 
college in the class of 1930, where 
he was a member of Alpha Delta 
Phi, Gargoyle, and president of 
the Christian Association. While 
in attendance at Union Theologi- 
cal seminary in New York City he 
served as assistant to Dr. George 
Buttrick, pastor of the Madison 
Avenue Presbyterian church. 

After graduation from Union 
he served as minister of the 
North Congregational church in 
North Abington, and while in 
this post studied at Harvard 
Graduate School in the field of 
English Literature. In 19365. he be- 
came minister of the Orient Con- 
gregational church in Orient, L. I., 
the oldest Congregational church 
in New York State. : 

In 1988 Mr. Park was called 
to be the minister of the North 
Presbyterian Church in Buffalo, 
N. Y. which position he resigned 
to accept the Northfield presi- 
dency. While in Buffalo Mr, Park 
has served as chaplain of the Sons 
of the American’ Revolution, 
director of the Youth Service so- 
ciety, adviser at the Buffalo Chil- 
dren’s Court, as well as on the 
Religious Education and Mission- | 
ary committees of the Buffalo 
Presbytery. 

Mrs, Park is the daughter of 
Mrs. Douglas Knox of East Marion 
L. I., and the late Clarence I. 
Vail. She is of Quaker descent, 
and a graduate of Friends Acad- 
emy at Locust Valley, L. I. She 
graduated from Mt. Holyoke col- 
lege in 1933. Greatly interested in 
music, Mrs. Park has made‘a large 
place for herself in the church 
and social life of Buffalo. Mr. 
and Mrs. Park have two sons, 
William Edgar, Jr., and David 
Miller, aged four and one. 

The trustees make this an- 
nouncement of Mr. Park’s elec- 
tion, confident that the thousands 
of graduates and friends of the 
seminary and Mount Hermon 
school will rejoice in the coming 
of this new leader. No changes 
whatever will be made in the edu- 
cational leadership of the schools. 
This will remain undisturbed un- 
der Dr. Mira B. Wilson, principal 
of the seminary and Dr. David R. 
Porter, headmaster at Mount Her- 
mon, 

Over 27,000 boys and girls have 
attended these schools in the last 
60 years and hundreds of their 
graduates are now in the Ameri- 
can colleges. These two schools 
have at present a total enroliment 
of nearly 1100 students, with 
property of 2500 acres and more 
than 160 buildings in the towns 
of Northfield and Gill. These 
properties are valued at more 
than $4,000,000 and are practic- 
ally maintained by endowments of 
nearly $4,000,000, This income, 
plus gifts from the public, have 
made it possible for the trustees 
to provide secondary education 
for thousands who could not oth- 
erwise receive it. The Northfield 
summer conferences have been 
world-famious for over 60 years 
and Northfield is a great summer 
gathering place for thousands of 
visitors from all over this country 
and from many foreign countries. 
These conferences are now being 
directed by a trustees’ committee, 
asaistd by Dr. Paul Moody, presi- 
dent of Middlebury college.

The Sacred Concert 
Last Sunday Afternoon 


Heard By Thousands 


With beautiful weather pre- 
vailing and sunny skies over head, 
over three thousand people 
crowded the auditorium on the 
seminary campus, last Sunday af- 
ternoon to hear the 45th annual 
sacred concert by the 1100 stud- 
ents of the Northfield schools, led 
by Melvin L. Gallagher, choral 
director. The general theme of 
most of the hymns stressed the 
idea of peace overcoming con- 
fusion and suffering, quite a con- 
trast to clash of arms abroad. 

Massed on three sides sat the 
550 boys in dark suits with carna- 
tion in honor of Mother’s Day, and 
the 650 girls of the seminary, all 
dressed in white. The conductor’s 
rostrum was decorated with ever- 
green. Everywhere else in the 
auditorium sat the parents and 


guests and alumni, while, outside, }- 


amplifiers brought the concert to 
those who could not get in. 

Accompanists were Marian 
Keller and Catherine M. Colton of 
the seminary faculty, and Carlton 
W. L’Hommedieu from Mount 
Hermon. 

Promptly at three the first 


hymn, Ancient of Days, was sung | ~ 


by the entire student body. Pales- 
trina’s Adoramus Te, was then 
sung by the Hermon choir, fol- 
lowed by Hear My Prayer, O Lord, 
by the Seminary choirs. Ten 
Ten Thousand Times Ten Thou- 
sand, a hymn closely associated 
with D. L. Moody, founder of the 
schools, was sung by all. 

The a cappella choir of both 
schools sang Audry Gallagher’s 
O God, in Restless Living, and 
Crucifixus, a polyphonic song in 
choral style. The program was 
brought right up to date by the 
presence of Charles Black’s There 
Came to the Garden, written in 
1940.

Holton, Mr. Carr is chairman of 
the committee and will present 
the report, after the Moderator 
has called the meeting to order 
and the Town Clerk has read the 
warrant. The warrant posted in 
the usual public places contains 
five articles and they are as fol- 
lows: 

1. To hear the report of the 
school housing and building com- 
mittee; 2. To see what action 
the town will take in regard to 
location of the building; 3. To 
see if the town will instruct the 
committee to proceed with any of 
the plans presented in their re- 
port; 4. To see if the town will 
raise and appropriate any sum of 
money for constructing the build- 
ing and equipping and grading, or 
instruct the selectmen to bond the 
town and borrow money for a part 
of the cost of the same; 5. To see 
if the town will authorize the 
school committee to establish and 
maintain a state-aided vocational 
education course in accordance 
with the provision of Chapter 74 
of the General Laws. 

Voters of the town, especially 
tax payers, and those interested 
in school matters are urged to 
attend, and give voice to their 
opinions in the various matters 
to be considered.

At the 89th annual meeting of 
the Franklin district Medical So- 
ciety, held Tuesday evening at 
the Weldon Hotel in Greenfield, 
Dr. Allen H. Wright of this town 
was elected President, to succeed 
Dr. F. L. Barnard, whose term 
had expired. Forty four members

election was held. Other officers 
chosen were Dr. Arthur W. Hayes 
of Greenfield, vice-president and 
Dr. Harry L. Crafts of Ashfield, 
Secretary-treasurer. 

Following the dinner, Dr. Bar- 
nard gave a historical address, 
telling of the history ,of the Mass- 
achusetts Medical society, found- 
ed in 1781, and the Franklin Dis- 
trict society, which came into be- 
ing in 1851. Dr. H. G. Stetson of 
Greenfield told of some of the 
earlier practitioners of the dis- 
trict, illustrating his talk with pic- 
tures of the older doctors. and 
Dr. Stanton J. Ten Broeck of Or- 
ange, senior active member of 
the society, described some of the 
district’s earlier meetings. 

Dr. Wright, the present incum- 
bent came to Northfield to prac- 
tice medicine in 1927 and is a 
member of the associate staff of 
Franklin County hospital and 
Brattleboro Memorial hospital. 
He is a member of the active staff 
of Farren Memorial hospital, past 
President and chief of obstetrics 
for the past seven years, Dr. 
Wright is a son of Rev. Joel F. 
Wright and Mary J. Baker and 
was born in Crown Point, N. Y. 
He received his education at the 
high school in Plattsburg, N. Y. 
and then went to the Potsdam 
State Normal, and to the Univer- 
sity of Maryland from which he 
received his degree of Doctor of 
medicine in 1906, For two years 
he served on the staff of the 
Willard State hospital at Willard, 
N. Y. He began his practice at 
Stamford, Vt., and then moved to 
Wilmington, Vt., where in addi- 
tion to local practice, he became 
head of an industrial hospital for 
the New England Power Co. from 
which place he came to Northfield. 
Dr. Wright is a member of the 
New England Society of Psychia- 
try. He is serving as school physi- 
cian in Northfield and has acted 
for the local Board of Health. He 
is active in local civic and fra- 
ternal affairs and is a 32nd degree 
Mason. With Mrs. Wright they 
are leaders in the social activities 
of the community and occupy a 
most beautiful new home on Main 
street.
